Fronr the investigation I have made on the sue 
ject of vocational education, as now being conducteg 
by the government, I am convinced that our present 


conclusively to‘ be all wrong, Former service men, 
who have been given medical attention in. hospitals, 
_ are now being placed in many instances in sweatshops 
and “mushroom concerns.” ‘They are not being given 
the training contemplated by the government, but oy 
the other hand are being used as a source of cheap 
labor for the purpose of earning profits for the man. 
agers of these institutions, ae 

Furtherrhore, the government has furnished these privately managed 
training shops with their machinery and equipment. I propose to clos 
every “mushroom” institution. There are 40 or 60 different types of 
these. I figure there are 30,000 veterans.of the total 100,000 now receiy- 
ing vocational training in places of this character, I doubt very much | 
if five per cent of the entire 6,000 veterans represented as rehabilitate)”. 
are actually engaged in the work assigned to ther by the government, 
They are accepted for certain classes for training in designated institu. | 
tions, and all too frequently are assigned to some other class of work | 
which will make the proprietor more money for himeelf. 

Isn’t it/rotten on the face of it? It is nothing short of slavery-to put 
men in certain types of these institutions. We want to establish schdols 
so the men will be honestly and properly rehabilitated instead: of destroy. 
ing their morale. We are going to give better study to the physical, men- 
tal and moral side of cach man given into our care. 

In addition to these schools there will be employment offices created 
for the location of men after they haye been thoroughly trained, and there 
will be a follow-up system so that when a trainee after leaving the govern. 
ment schools shows a special aptitude in his work he can be given spe- 
cialized assistance. Graduates of the national schools will be given cer- 
tificates as journeymen under a guarantee of the goveynment,

There has been a great deal of louse and foolish talk about trouble “ 
between America and-Japan. But all this is nonsense, I think I know 
the American people well, and I am certain that on their part there is no 
desire and no intention to dwell in any but the friendliest relations with 
their neighbors of Japan,* . 

Loose and idle reports by irresponsible persons have been largely re- 
sponsible for this talk of strained relations, but our relations are not 
atrained, and are going always to be good. Americans want to build up 
trade and commerce, but welcome open and fair competition. Americans 
aré sure the Japanese ask only the same. There is room enough for all 
in honorable competition. 

It.would be a terrible reflection upon modern civilization if two great 
peoples like those of Japan and the United States could not get together 
around the conference board and settle all, or ngarly all, of their difficul- 
ties, We cannot hide tho fact, of course, that great issues may arise that 
will challenge all our will and diplomacy to reach a solution, but there 
seems to bo nothing in tho present situation between Japan and America — 
justifying even s suspicion of such an issue.
